The   object   of  this   Institute   is  to  supply  its  members   with 
means  of  instruction,  in  Science,  Literature  and  the  Arts,  by  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Reading;  Room  and  Library,  for  the  use  of  its  mem- 
bers, the  delivery  of  Lectures,  the  institution  of  Classes,  and  the  pr- 
viduig  of  Specimens  and  Drawings. 

All  discussions  on  Controversial  Divinity,  Party  Politics,  and 
Local  Controversy,  are  strictly  excluded. 

Admission  and  Contribution  of  Members. 

Any  employee  may  l)ecome  a  member  by  the  recommendation  of 
two  members,  and  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  by  the  payment 
of  ten  cents  per  month,  in  advance,  the  recommendation  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Secretary,  shall  produce  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee,  or  Sub-Committee,  who  shall  meet  once  a  fortnight. 

.'\n  annual  subscription  of  one  dollar  paid  in  advance  will  entitle 
the  member  to  the  full  Ijcnefits  for  one  year. 

Members'  (!ards  are  not  transferable  ;  and  any  member  lending 
his  card  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a  person  not  a  member  o(  the 
Institute  to  any  of  the  meetings  or  privileges,  shall  upon  proof,  be 
fined  25  cents,  and  be  excluded  from  all  privileges  till  the  fine  be 
paid. 

No  member  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  can  vote  at  anv 
election  or  meeting,   or  nominate  a  member  for  office. 

Any  mcmb  '^eing  three  months  in  arrears  will  be  notified  by 
the  Librarian,  iifit  if  such  arrears  are  not  cleared  off  within  one 
month  after  such  notice  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this  Insti- 
tution, and  shall  not  be  again  admitted  to  membershi[i  till  such  ar- 
rears are  paid.

Any  member  of  this  Institute  may  propose  at  the  half-yearly

ing Room  seven  days  before  the  General  Meeting  at  which  it  is  in- 
tended to  be  proposed. 

'I'he  Committee  to  have  power  to  make  such  charges  for  Classes 
and  Lectures  as  circumstances  from  time  to  time  may  require  ;  they 
shall  have  the  power  of  purchasing,  exchanging,  and  accepting  gifts 
or  loans  of  books,  and  establishing  Regulations  for  the  use  of  the 
Library,  Reading  Room,  Lectures,  and  Classes  ;  such  regulations  to 
be  considered  as  Rules  of  the  Institute. 

No  resolution  involving  any  alteration  in  the  Rules  can  be  pro- 
posed at  a  (ieneral  Meeting  unless  notice  to  that  effect  has  been 
I>osted  in  the  Reading  Room  one  fortnight  previous  to  such  meeting, 
nud  the  ])recise  words  of  such  Resolution  specified  in  the  notice. 

Order  of  Business 

at  the  Annual  (ieneral  Meeting  shall  be  as  follows  :— 

First  -The  Report  shall  be  read,  and  its  adoption   proposed  to 
the  meeting. 

Secondly     The  Committee   and   Officers  for  the  ensuing  vcar 
shall  be  elected.

'J'he  Room  shall  be  open  every  day  from  9  A.  M.  to  6.15 
P.  M.,  (Sundays  excepted),  for  the  accommodation  of  members, 
unless  the  Committee  see  it  desiralile  to  alter  this  arrangement,  in 
which  case  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so  after  having  duly  posted 
the  necessary  notice  in  the  Reading  Room. 

Catalogues  of  the  Books  contained  in  the  Library  shall  be 
placed  for  reference  in  the  Reading  Root::,  which  shall  be  scientific- 
ally arranged. 

The  committee  shall  have  power  to  fine,  suspend,  or  expel  any 
member  wiio  shall  remove  any  liook,  newspaper,  or  other  property 
of  the  Institute,  contrary  to  rule,  or  without  due  permission. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  write  or  make  any  remark  on 
any  of  the  books  or  newspaper  belonging  to  the  Library,  or  otherwise 
deface  or  injure  them,  or  damage  other  property  of  the  Institute  ; 
and  every  member  shall  be  responsible  for  whatever  injury  any  vol- 
ume may  sustain  while  in  his  possession,  or  for  its  loss. 

Silence  and  decorum  must  be  preserved  in  the  Reading  Room 

That  all  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  shall  be  voted  in  by  the 
Committee  at  a  Special  Meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  Committee  i^^-\\]  cause  the  Secretary  to  exhibit  a  list  of 
papers,  etc.,  14  days  .revious  to  the  day  of  meeting,  such  pub- 
lication being  considered  as  a  nomination  for  their  election. 

Any  two  members  wishin  .)  have  any  Newspaper  or  Periodical 
added  to  or  taken  off  the  List  of  Papers  in  the  room,  must  post  a 
notice  containing  the  title  of  such  pa})ers,  etc.,  along  with  their  own 
names,  at  least  seven  days  previous  to  the  said  meeting.
